Area fishermen who hold fond memories of fishing Dead 
Lakes have been watching with interest the battle in Florida 
over the dam placed at the lower end of the lake to ‘‘improve 
fishing’. This is a highly emotional issue with fishermen 
being on one extreme or the other with the sentiment being to 
remove the dam... that is until last week when Florida 
Governor Bob Graham named a whole new commission to 
manage the lakes. He happened to appoint three new folks 
and two of them had been leading the fight to retain the dam. 
The bottom line for my friends who have wished aloud that 
the dam be removed to bring fishing back like it was is ‘‘sorry 
about that, buddy”’. 


It is a bit amusing that the man convicted for a church 
bombing that killed several black youngsters in Birmingham 
many years ago has now disappeared. He delayed going to 
jail for many years abusing the court system of this country 
and when all that had failed, he suddenly threw caution to the 
wind, forgot all his words about being a law-abiding citizen 
and skipped out . . . that is unless someone buried him in a 
trash dump. 


The strike by independent truckers is now in progress and it is 
becoming more and more effective as those who wanted to 
keep working to pay their bills are being scared off by the 
shootings and such. We support the right of anyone to choose 
to work or not to work, but we scorn the thought of hurting 
folks that were friends and peers last week. We are not yet 
civilized even if we do have a lot of fancy gadgets in our 
homes and vehicles; not civilized until we can let our fellow 
humans live their lives without fear of violence, even if they 
don’t eat the same brand of cheese as we eat, or drive the 
same brand of truck, on the same day, we drive. 


Governor George Wallace addressed the Alabama legislature 
Tuesday night and reports are that he did an excellent job... 
maybe even the best speech Wallace has ever made. The 
style Governor Wallace uses to operate the state has proved 
effective in years past and apparently hasn't lost any of its 
zip. In fact we feel that many of former Governor Fob James’ 
problems were because the legislature didn’t understand his 
politicking . . . . they had all cut their teeth on Wallace politics 
and used the method somewhat as well as reacting to it 
regularly . . . . the oil folks sure needed some lessons! 


Wallace has tackled the unemployment payments and since 
Alabama pays the lowest in the nation, we agree something 
needs to be done. However the state is already borrowing 
money to pay the claims so more needs to be done than just 
raising the amount of payments. It would probably be good 
politics with labor if the legislature would put any additional 
fees on employers, but we feel it should be split down the 
middle with employers and employees sharing the load. 


Jerry Lynch, a New Hamshire man walking across America, 
spent the day in Elba Tuesday awaiting the sunshine or at 
least a stop in the pouring rain. He is an interesting man to 
talk with, having spent time with people as he crosses the 
country. He has a sense of humor and takes a good bit of 
kidding about ‘‘rednecks getting you,”’ ‘‘alligators in Florida 
getting your dog’’, etc. He also admits to being educated 
when he got to the South . . . grits, boiled peanuts (didn’t like) 
etc. He also told of finally a waitress what hush 
puppies were. He pointed out that where he came from they 
were shoes, but didn’t feel the restaurant was boiling shoes 
fo. someone to eat. If you want to join Lynch, get you a 
hundred-pound pack and you will probably catch him in Opp 
sometime Thursday! 


The Alabama legislature is under court order to redistrict 
itself before March 1, or the courts will do it for them. We 
have had this before and don’t relish their being involved 
Again. The big hassle now is over the creation of a sure black 
district in Montgomery and/or Birmingham. While we 
consider this discrimination also, it is probably what must be 
done for several years to come (maybe always) until we ALL 
cure ourselves of some fixed ideas. 


We fully believe the American economy is on the upswing. 
Things are not booming yet and it may be years before they 
do so, but the indications are there if you look hard enough, 
and within a year we expect even the most casual observer 
will admit things are looking better than they did a year ago. 


Coach Bear Bryant died last Wednesday and mif\ions of 
words have been written and spoken about this man who was 
a legend in his own time. We are not going to try to outdo 
those many words but will simply say ‘‘me too’’. 


We fielded a number of questions about the status of the Pea 
River Dam project in recent weeks. Well it so happened 
Tuesday that Bill Towns, head of Summit Industries, parent 
of Elba Hydro Electric Company, was in Elba. He told us he 
was in the red tape of getting a federal permit to operate the 
dam and wanted to do this before he proceeded any further 
with work at the site. With him however was an expert to 
check out the old turbines in the power house and see what 
was needed to put them back into production. ‘‘We still hope 
to generate electricity before the year is out’’, Towns said. 


General Telephone Company will have toll-free dialing frofn 
Kinston to Opp as soon as equipment is installed. Elba- 
NewBrockton-Enterprise toll free dialing should be a reality 
by 1985 if something drastic doesn't happen. We know the 
arm twisting Representative Jimmy Holley used to bring this 
to a reality, and salute him for his work. Before, any time it 
was mentioned, this idea got lost in red tape.

SOLVING A _ PICTURE 
GROUPING PUZZLE 

Last week our picture 
arranging subject was filling 
the wall space. All of our 
homes have wall space to fill 
and all of us have wall space 
that looks best empty. The 
trick, of course, is to identify 
these spaces and use them 
appropriately. 

What is the first wall you 
see when you enter a room? 
That is the one which should 
receive attention. But, don’t 
forget the corners, areas next 
to windows and doors. 
Usually groupings are 
planned so that they will 
conform to the shape which 
is being treated. 

Our subject today is 
“Solving A Picture Grouping 
Puzzle’. Making an eye- 
pleasing wall arrangement is 
like putting together a 
puzzle. When pictures are 
arranged in a group, they 
lose individuality. Each one 
is a part of the total unit. 

As you plan an arrange- 
ment, remember it is part of 
the total room furnishing 
plan. Keep it low and tied in 
with its surroundings. Pic- 
tures tend to ‘‘float’’ if 
placed too far apart or too 
high above furniture. Some 
wall groupings may neces- 
sarily include thermostats or 
wall switches. If so, include 
them as_three-dimensional

household trash and garbage 
is a violation of the Public 
Health Law. 

If the burn cannot be con- 
fined to a barrel, other 
precautions must be 
considered. First, be sure 
there are adequate tools, 
manpower, and equipment to 
control the fire to prevent its 
escape. Second, stay with 
the fire until it is completely 
out, Third, watch the 
weather and be prepared to 
extinguish the fire if weather 
conditions change to increase 
the probability that the fire 
will escape; especially watch 
the wind. Fourth, plow fire 
lines around the fire. Lines 
may be plowed across the 
area to reduce a larger fire to 
several small fires that may 
be easier to control. Fifth, 
consider the neighbors. Al- 
though the flames of the fire 
may not bother neighboring 
areas, the smoke may. 
Therefore, plan to burn so 
there will be little smoke and 
when the smoke will be 
moved away from. the 
neighbors by the wind. Con- 
sider the weather, your 
neighbor’s activities, and the 
arrangement of the debris 
(scattered, piled, 
windrowed). Remember, 
smoke can be a health hazard 
for some people. 

Consider the alternatives 
to burning debris. Can it be 
hauled away? Could it be 
used for compost or mulch? 
If the debris must be burned, 
be sure the burn is accom- 
plished safely for you and for 
your neighbor. Call your 
local Alabama Forestry 
Commission representative 
for assistance in planning to 
burn. Good planning is the 
most important part of safe 
burning.

USING TECHNOLOGY 

Buford Sconiers of Route 
1, Chancellor, is making 
good use of the soil test lab at 
Auburn. Sconiers came to 
the peanut field crops meet- 
ing in New Brockton a couple 
of weeks ago and stayed all 
day. He is intensely interest- 
ed in peanut production. 

A couple of weeks ago 
Sconiers sent in 10 soil 
samples to get recommenda- 
tions on corn, peanuts, soy- 
beans, and vegetables. 
Some of his fields needed as 
much as 1% tons of lime per 
acre, but he needed very 
little phosphorus and potash. 
The big advantage in testing 
is that it provides the exact 
information needed. 


PEANUT FACTS 

Did you know that peanut 
butter contains about 26% of 
high quality protein? It also 
contains many of the essen- 
tial B vitamines plus good 
amounts of calcium 
phosphorus, and 
magnesium. 

It takes around 500 
peanuts to make a 12-ounce 
jar of peanut butter. One 
acre of peanuts provides 
enough peanuts to make 
30,000 peanut butter 
snadwiches. 

By federal law, peanut 
butter must consist of at least

SHORTCOURSES 

In late February we are 
planning a one-night peanut 
shortcourse.

PRUNING 

Research has shown that 
February is actually a better 
time to prune peach trees 
than any other month. We 
used to recommend pruning 


in late December and early 
January, but recent research 
shows that early to mid- 
February is the ideal time. 

In addition to pruning 
your peach trees now, you 
need to go ahead and spray a 
couple of times 10 days apart 
with an oil emulsion to 
control scale, Oil emulsion is 
available at farm supply 
places. Use it according to 
directions. 

The oil emulson is the 
only thing you need to do to 
your peaches now except 
prune them. However, in 
about three or four weeks 
you need to begin your peach 
spray program. We have the 
spray schedule which we will 
be glad to send you. Get in

SAFETY 

Folks are beginning to 
turn land now in just about 
all sections of the county. 
Early plowing is more 
dangerous than plowing and 
cultivating later on in the 
season. Folks operating 
tractors need to be extra 
careful in approaching ditch 
banks and shoulders. Winter 
rains undermine and weaken 
field embankments, and a 
tractor can tip over quickly. 
Be extra careful whem you 
approach embankments 
when you begin turning land.

supply in line with demand. 
PIK will be in effect on the 
crops of corn, cotton, wheat, 
grain sorghum and rice. To 
qualify, a farmer must have 


an acreage base established 
in a commodity with the local 
‘ASCS office, he must agree 
to participate in the regular 
Acreage Reduction Program 
and paid diversion already in 
effect on each commodity. 
On cotton, he must partici- 
pate in the 20% Acreage 
Reduction Program, but 
additional 5 percent paid 
diversion will be optional. 
Total acreage reduction and 
diversion requirements 
combined for each 
commodity is 20%. 

The farmer who partici- 


pates in these regular 
programs will have the op- 
portunity to place an addi- 
ional 10 % to 30% of his 
acreage base in the PIK 
Program. The PIK Program 
will pay in kind the com- 
modity the farmer would 
grow on this 10% to 30% of 
his acreage on a formula of 
yield, times acreage, times 
95% on wheat and 80% on 
cotton, corn, grain sorghum 
and rice. 

In addition, the farmer 
may present a sealed bid to 
the County ASCS Office of

Payment in kind will be 
made to the farmer from the 
closest USDA approved 
warehouse where the 
commodity is stored. 

Producers who have 
planted wheat before the PIK 
Program announcement will 
be permitted to graze or hay 
the conservaiton use acreage 
before the disposal deadline. 

Again, this program will 
give us the opportunity to 
reduce the excess surpluses 
that are causing depressed 
farm prices and at the same 
time provide adequate 
supplies to insure stable food 
prices and exports to insure 
that we are a_ reliable 
supplier to our customers 
worldwide, said Mr. Hunt. 

As the President said, we 
believe in free trade, but we 
also believe in fair trade and 
we will not allow our farmers 
to be plowed under.

English IV classes have started to work on learning how to 
write research papers. For the past two weeks juniors and 
senior class members have been busy choosing a topic that 
interests them that would be acceptable to research and have 
begun to look for information concerning their topics. A third 
quarter outline was handed out by teacher Mary Herbert to 
give students requirements and completion dates for the 
work. 

Mrs. Herbert listed nine requirements for term papers. 
Among the requirements are three business letters to 
different individuals, institutions, and businesses asking for 
needed research materials. These business letters must use 
the correct form for the letter and the envelop. They have to 
be written in blue or black ink or typed. 

The working bibliography has to have 20 to 25 possible 
sources. They have to be written on 3 x S index notecards 
with the kind of reference written at the bottom left corner. 

Preliminary outlines has to show complete coverage of the 
chosen topic and must represent the topics which the student 
thinks he wants to cover. It should be an outline of five main 
ideas. 

A personal interview can be used as a source but if it is 
used, it must be a specific summary of the interview and 
include at least two details. There must be facts about the 
person interviewed such as his or her occupation, where they 
live and their phone number. The summary must be written 
in ink or typed. 

Notes on cards should completely cover all the points in 
the outline from a variety of sources. The information at the 
top of the card should include the note it deals with. This is to 
help in writing the outline. Notes should paraphrase the 
source but that source must always be acknowledged. 

The final outline is prepared after notes are assembled. 
Topics in the outline must be parallel with correct use of 
capitalization. 

Rough drafts must have ideas in rough form with source 
numbers from the bibliography cards for long quotes. In- 
troduction and conclusions must be included in this draft. 

The body of the final draft should be 1500 to 200 words in 
length. The final draft must also have a cover, a title page 
that is written in blue or black ink or typed. 

The fina. bibliography in the final draft should have a list 
of all sources that were used. It must contain a minimum of 
10 different sources. The required sources are two books, one 
encyclopedia, one reply to business letter or personal 
interview, one pamphlet or piece of information from vertical 
file and four magazines. 

The due date for the completion of the research papers is 
February 25.

A.A. “Big Book” -- “Best Seller” 


Sales of  ‘‘Alcoholics 
Anonymous,"’ the basic book 
describing the _ self-help 
recovery program that bears 
its name, have climbed over 
the 3-million mark, ranking it 
among one of the most 
successful hardcover best- 
sellers of all time. Other 
features that make the ‘'Big 
Book,’’ as A.A. members call 
it, unique in book publishing 
include the following: 

Published privately (by 
A.A. World Services, Inc.) 
and anonymously(no author 
or editor is identified), the 
Big Book is generally not 
available in bookstores. 

First published in English 
in 1939, the Big Book has 
since been translated into 
other languages, including 
Afrikaans, Finnish, Flemish, 
French, German, Icelandic, 


Italian, Japanese, 
Norwegian, Protugese, and 
Spanish. 

The book's title, 
“Alcoholics Anonymous," 
provided the name for a 
worldwide Fellowship of 


recovered alcoholics with an 
estimated million members

Prices at $3.50 back in 
1939, the Big Book now 
retails for only $5.65 
($4.65 for A.A. members), in 
the midst of skyrocketing 
book costs. 

Unlike the sales of most 
books, sales of the Big Book 
are constantly increasing 
instead of decreasing -- and 
at an ever-faster rate. It took 
34 years to sell the first 


million copies; only diew 
years to sell the second 
million; and a little more 


than three years to sell th 
third million, . 

That the Big Book ever 
got published in the first 
place is a miracle. Although 
A.A. was started in 1935, the 
Fellowship numbered fewer 
than 100 members by 1938, 
when these pioneers decided 
to write down their ex- 
periences in recovery from 
alcoholism and make them 
available to a wider 
audience. 

The first printing of 5,000 
was done on less than a 
shoestring and, for the next 
two years, the book attracted 
little attention and few sales. 
The financial picture was 
stark; only loans from 
sympathetic friends kept the 
publishing venture afloat. 
Then, in March 1941, 
following publilcation of an 
article onA.A. by Jack 
Alexander in The Saturday 
Evening Post, sales finally 
took off. A second printing 


Operations and 


was ordered that same 
month--only the tip of the 
iceberg as it turned out. 
Basically, the format of 
the Big Book has changed 
little over the years. It is 
divided into two main sec- 
tions. The first part syn- 
thesizes the common re- 
recovery experiences of 
alcoholics in A.A. and sets 
them forth as a statement 
of principles, or guidelines; 
not a word of this portion has 
been changed from the 
original. The second part 
consists of personal recovery 
Stories; these have been 
changed as the mix of people 
coming into A.A. has 
changed, (For example, the 
old versions carried stories of 
all ‘‘low-bottom"’ or far-gone 
alcoholilcs, mainly aged 50 or 
more. Later versions balance 
these with stories of 
younger, “high-bottom”’ 
alcoholics with shorter and 
usually less harrowing 
histories of drinking.)
